This is one of the last QSL cards from the MIR space station, received by KEOUE. MIR was abandoned and 
ceased amateur radio operations on August 28, 1999. It will burn up in the atmosphere in early 2000. 


Presentation on ATV (and a tour of the Gordon West comm van!) Jim Harrison K6OQUE 


On the evening of August 26, our president Greg KE6YEX, assisted by Richard KEKMA and 
Jim K6QUE, gave a presentation on amateur television to the Irvine Disaster and Emergency 
Communications group (IDEC) at the Irvine civic center. Greg had been invited by Fred KF6BTU who 
is amember of IDEC and the TRW ARC. Richard gave a talk on the applications of ATV in 
emergency communications, and Greg gave a talk on the technical aspects and costs of setting up an 
ATV capability. After the meeting adjourned we all went out to the parking lot where we had set up a 
mobile ATV station for a demonstration. While Greg was demonstrating ATV communication thru the 
Santiago Peak ATV repeater, some mysterious pictures were seen. Some handwritten signs 
appeared saying “Hello IDEC, we know what you are doing!” When a still picture of Gordon West 
was seen on the repeater, we thought that someone was playing a joke. But when Greg went to 
demonstrate the simplex ATV frequency, there was Gordon West, WB6NOA, talking to us with a very 
clear TV picture. It turns out he was in his van in the parking lot on the other side of the building! He 
had heard that Greg was going to be doing the presentation and he wanted to help show the 
capabilities of ATV to IDEC, but he didn’t want to take over the whole show from Greg. He came over 
to see our set-up and then invited everyone to see his van.

We all got a personal tour of the WB6NOA communications van. He has a large van fitted out inside 
like an RV which you can see in the QSL card that he gave us. The antennas | saw included an M2 2m 
horizontal loop, a 2m/440 vertical, a triband vertical, an HF vertical, and a Yaesu ATAS all-band vertical. He 
also said that there are horizontal antennas hidden inside the fiber glass pop-up top. Inside he first showed us 
the ATV station, with a TV, 440, 900, and 1200 MHz ATV transceivers. Up front in the van he had both an FT- 
100 and an IC-706 Mk IIG, he is evaluating and comparing both of these all-mode all-band rigs, probably for a 
magazine review. He had a Kenwood tri-band mobile with 2m/440/1.2GHz, plus a couple other mobile rigs. He 
also had a large GPS display that has a TNC feeding into it so that the screen can display other ham’s locations 
ona map using packet APRS. It was an impressive set-up and it was great to meet the most famous ham in 
the world. He makes everyone feel like a personal friend and his enthusiasm for ham radio is boundless.
